The Thirty-sixth Annual Session of the Tombigbee 
Baptist Association convened with Sandy Springs Baptist 
Church October 18, 19, 20, 21, 1919. 

Rev. J. T. Robinson, Introductory Preacher, and Rev. 
W. W. Jarrel, Alternate, were present but illness prevented 
either from delivering the Introductory Sermon. Rev. R. 
L. Page was selected to deliver this sermon. He responded 
with a very able sermon which was greatly appreciated by 
those who had the pleasure of hearing it. 


SATURDAY EVENING. 

Refreshments having been served the Messengers and 
visitors reassembled and engaged in song service. The 
Moderator read the 3rd Chapter of James for the evening 
lesson after which a prayer was offered and the body 
proceeded to take up its regular work.

Rev. G. A. Senter responded to the call of the Devo- 
tional Committee and delivered a splendid sermon to a 
large and a very attentive audience.

By arrangement of the Devotional Committee Rev. W. 
H. Hamilton delivered the sermon of the hour to a large 
audience. He read the 2nd Chapter of Ephesians as a les- 
son, and used the eighth verse as a basis for his remarks.

Therefore we should see to it that the damn- 
able stuff should be forever put from our midst. 
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We further believe that anyone who says he is a Baptist 
and refuses to assist in putting down this evil, should be 
forever denounced as a slacker and excluded from the 
church. 

We further believe that God ordained that His church 
should be temperate in all things. 

We believe that any officer refusing to do his duty in 
regard to the enforcement of the law relating to this, or 
any other violation, should be impeached. 

We further believe that all citizens should be out- 
spoken publicly, and above board against all evils of our 
country, and more especially Baptist, as God has com- 
mitted the keeping of His statutes and laws unto us.
